Gentlemen: 

As Treasurer of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, I have filed a detailed 
report with the Director, covering the financial transactions for the calendar 
year 1964 which will be submitted to our auditors. I wish to point out certain 
highlights of my report in this letter and, for your convenience, each of you 
has been supplied a copy. 

On December 31, 1964, the Book Value of the investments of the Gallery, 
including cash awaiting investments of $10,266.82, aggregated $2,888,858.02, an 
increase of $205,300.03 in the year 1964. The indicated income from investments 
amounted to $156,713.79, an increase of $7,335.55, or a yield of 5.44% on Book 
Value (1963 yield - 5.56%). In addition, cash available for expenses amounted 
to $101,610.45, making a total of $2,990,468.47 in Endowment and Operating Funds

For your information there is attached a summary of transactions in the 
Endowment Funds of the Gallery since the last meeting of the Board. 

The operating income of the Gallery for the year 1964 amounted to 
$486,903.55, an excess of $38,087.69 over total budget expenses of $448,815.86. 
The budget expended amounted to 100.70%. There were non-budgeted expenditures 
of $28,116.51 so that total income exceeded total expenditures of $9,971.18. 
There are no outstanding obligations of the Gallery except current bills for 
ordinary expenses. 


These satisfactory figures could not be possible without the diligence 


of the Comptroller of the Gallery, Mr. Frank D. Parulski. As Treasurer, I 
would like to express my particular appreciation to him and his staff. The 
Gallery is particularly fortunate in having such a dedicated person as one of 
its important officers. 


Following this report we will review the operation of the budget for 


1964 and will then present the budget for 1965 for your approval. Each account 
in this budget has been given careful consideration and has been kept to a 
minimum.
